ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Thisproposal would alow the holder of a current on-premise beer/wine license to convert the license to
an dl-beverages license upon payment of afee of $75,000.

2. Thereare currently 425 beer/wine licensesin effect. Conversion of al of these licensesto an al-beverage
license would generate revenue for the education fund to be established in HB205 of $31.875 million.
However, it isnot known if dl of the current beer/wine licenses would be converted.

3. There are no adminidrative impacts associated with this hill.

LONG-RANGE IMPACTS:

Implementation of this proposa could significantly increase the number of al-beverage licensesin effect in
the sate.
